Yesterday his night was 
unusually good. He slept continuously and 
was Only awakened enough to give him nec- 
essary nourishment.

There are hopes 
thatthe lung difficulty may prove not to be 
of a serious character, and that it may viela 
to the treatment now being pursued.

As I said last week, the 
President is growing worse. It 
is not likely that in his present 
feeble condition he can battle 
with an abscess on the lungs. He is wasting 
away. Itis only a question of time. All of 
his troubles, all his weakness came from the 
blood. It is poisoned. The invisible 
and uncontrollable long track o’ the wound is 
suppurating. That mean: yus. Pus is a 
corruption of the blood. If it cannot come 
out of the system by natural discharge it goes 
into itand poisons the blood. I: was this 
depravity of the blood that found expression 
in the swelling of the parotid gland and severe 
boils, The parotid giand trouble Was an 
enormous abscess in the cheek and behind 
the ear. That is now nearly over, but it has 
simply jumped from there to the lungs, 
and even if the new trouble 
could be overcome tie probabilities 
are that other abscesses will form 
elsewnere. The great cause of all the trouble 
is the President’s blood. Unless that can be 
purified his case is hopeless. The official 
bulletins are characteristic. They utterly ig- 


nore the most momentous fact. They do not 
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contain the faintest «:lusion to the lung com- 
plication. They do not reier to the fact that 
yesterday the President?s pulse went up to 
130 beats per minu’s, and his tem- 
perature to 102. They do not 
state that he has been given large amounts of 
quinine and randy as stimuiants. Why 
should Dr. Biiss be go magnificent 
a liar? Every day last week, 
for instance, I telegraphed that a 
new trouble with the lungs was approaching. 
Livery day last week and even yesterday until 
a late hour of thenight Dr. Bliss repeatedly 
and emphatically asserted that there was 
no trouble what ver with the 
lungs: thatthey were perfectly sound, ete. 
Now he suddenly almits that the right lung 
is not only § affected, but that it 
is a very serious thing. Everybody in 
the innercircle knew ihat for nearly two 
weeks the President. had a bad hacking 
hectic couch, that he expectorated bad mucus 
that his rirht lung had a 
suspicious sound, still Dr. Bliss insisted 
that the lungs were perfectly sound.

It is understood to-night that the doctors 
have cliscovered that the ball is now in the 
psoas ous¢le, near the internal iliac artery, 
anid that the danger now is that from ulcera- 
tion; or if the ball has a jagged edge, that the 
artery may be opened and fatal hemorrhage 
follow. ‘The operation for the removal of 
the ball, if performed, would be one of the 
most delicate in surgerv,to say nothing of 
the patient’s present condition. It is report- 
ed to be.soseriousa matter that even the 
operation might prove fatal. This has been 
the apprehension of the medical facultv ever 
since it was reported tbat the ball had not 
encysted, and reference was made in these 
dispatches two weeks ago that there was 
danger to the internal iliac artery, especially 
if the ball had a sharp or jagged edge.

The death of Mr. Delmonico—who gave in‘ 
nocent pleasure to many more persons than 
falls tothe lot cf ordinary men to give—sug- 
vests the reflection that eventhe hich wages 
to be gained herein the culiuary art fail to 
induce Frenchmen to leave their adored 
There is not one really tirst-class 
restaurant now in New York Kept by a 
Frenchman, and very few of the second order 
have a genuine French proprietor. Prob- 
ably outside of Alsatians—who are half- 
breeds -tbere are not thirty men cooks born 
on French soil in New York to-day, and 
scareely as many women. The reasons for 
this are, first, that the French dread the sea; 
secondly, that they hate leaving France, and 
thirdly, that a French cook whois worth his 
suit can do very well at home, or, failing 
thet, in kingland = or Russia, In 
ihe whole of the United States there 
are not, Wwe may safely assert, 100 families 
who keep a French man cook, buf in Great 
Britain and Jreland there are certainly 0/'0 at 
least, andsome areto be found in all the 
The revolution which 
Delmonico effected here suggests what Bril- 
lat Sauvarin must have sufferedin his Amer- 
ican eXile shuddering over pork and beans 
ninety vears a:o—a period when a good clear 
soup probably was not to be found ina dozen 
houses north of the Hudson.

**GO WEST, YOUNG MAN.” 


A New Mexican Duel at Ten Paces—A 
Deadiy Border Affray. 
Denver (Col.) Cor. Cincinnati Commercial. 

I had an opportunity one night this week 
of witnessing one of those peculiar homi- 
cides, alas! too common in this Western 
country, and as unwarranted as such a sad 
affsir could possibly be. It grew out of no 
wrong, no injustice—only an effort to pre- 
serve order, and ripened rapidly into a dead- 
ly duel with navy revolvers at ten paces. 
Chama, New Mexico, as far as scenery goes 
and consequently as far as nature can do for 
it, is a beautiful place, but man’s mark there 
is ofthe rudest frontier type. Aside from 
the railroad buildings nothing has an appear- 
ance of permanence. The dwellings and 8a- 
loons, a’chitecturally speaking, are of the 
com posite order. Sometimes the material used 
is logs and boards; sometimes logs and cauvas ; 
again boards and canvas make the house, and 
all the possible changes that can be rung on 
logs, boards and canvas are sounded. ‘The 
elevation (about 8,500 feet) makes all the 
nights cool, and lite in these rude habitations 
must be, at the best, a rough one. 

The tragedy was an after-dark affair. The 
day had been rainy, and at night the half- 
obsecured moon oniy rendered the soft road- 
way hideously visible while the chilly air 
wuasreeling with moisture. Near the onl 
‘corner’’ in theplace a group had gathered, 
one of whom was a deputy town marshal, 
while another, named Keyser, was an old 
friend of bis. It became known that Keyser 
was armed, andthe marshal (Whitsoa) re- 
ferrea to the local regulation concerning the 
carl \ing of weapons, and asked for Keyser’s 
revolver. Keyser had been drinking and re- 
plied that **no--— could take his weapon 
from him.’”’ In spite of this defiance Marshal 
Whitson succeeded in getting possession of 
the weapon. Sheriff Speer was present, and, 
sccnting trouble, tried to quiet the parties, 
but was unableto doso. Whitson, who has 
the credit of great personal bravery, remark- 
edthathe had always been friendly with 
Keyser, and accused Keyser of saying that he 
would fight any man atten paces. Whitson 
returned the weapon to Keyser, and asked if 
this story was true. (lt wastold me by some 
who were near Whitson atthe time that he 
Was crying, evidently expecting a deadly 
affray with hisfriend.). To this Keyser re- 
plieu that he had no_ recollection 
of so saving, butif he did say so he would 
sticktoit. At this point Whitson backed off 
ten steps, drawing bis weaponas he did so. 
A rapid fusilade followed, six or seven shots 
as fast as they could be counted. Both men 
were acquainted with their weapons—forty- 
tive calibe:—and each hit his mark. Keyser 

vas the quickest togetinto action, and his 
shot struck Whitson in the right breast, pass- 
ing through the lung, severing leading arter- 
ies and lodging somewhere in the back. The 
stropg man sta¢gered a briefinstant and re- 
turned the fire, striking his antagonist fairly 
in the centerof his. body, sending the ball 
through and out his back. The other shots 
appear to have done no harm. Whitson then 
fell dead and Keyser died in a ha!f hour. The 
bodies were conveyed inside two saloons ino 
close proximity to the shooting anda doctor 
summoned. But the bloodand vitality were 
cone fromthe strong men before he could 
There the 
bodies lay until morning. [Even the rough 
men who looked on were sickened at the 
sight of such an uncalled-for death. After 
daviicht the Sheriff and his aids made prepar- 
ations foraninquest, while the friends of 
the misguided men made preparations for 
burial. A carpenter at his bench, in the open 
air, Within 200 feet of where the shooting 9c- 
curred, labored all the forenoon, making a 
rough cottiin of unplaned pine boards for 
iveyser, While at the railroad shop a smoother 
effort was made for poor Whitsou. Keyser’s 
coftiv, after being shaped, was covered with a 
blucK figured cloth that looked like some 
kind of somber dress goods, plain black not 
being obtainable. Small pieces of white mus- 
lin, in strips and tied in bows, was tacked 
about the sides anda painter embellished a 
piece of tintaken from a sardine box with 
the legend in piain black :

Chas. heyser, 
ied September 5, isl, : 


Aced 24 years. 

And this was tacked on the coflin. in the 
aitecnoon came the inquest. 
to the credit ofthe coronial department that 
they exhibited a comimendable desire to get at 
the bottom, but useless facts in the case. The 
presiding officer and his assistant worked 
diligently, but without undue display,to learn 
ail that could be learned. 

The muquest of Whitson’s body was held 
irst inthe midst of a room bwilt of pine 
boards and canvas, with an outside door 
hanging treacherously on its lower hinge, a 
counter on one side, With a disordered array 
of bottles behind it, a comfortable bed in one 
corner. Stretched upon a board was Whit- 
son’s body cleanly clad. and coveredl with a 
Outside, the sign said the place was 
the **}our Aces.” In one corner Was a table. 
Here sat the Coroner and his clerk. The jury 
of six were impaneled and sworn and they 
ranged themselves at one side of the room, 
some on high stools, while others sat on the 


bed. The testimony was first fromthe dac- 
tor, iu regard to the character of the wound, 
and next from  eve-witnesses. Taere 
were a few spectators inside, and 
built little pressure from the 
outside to gain admission. There was a 


proper decortim in spite of the rowuch sur- 
roundings. Vhe story was brieily told, and 
the verdict reached. The same jury then 
wentto another saloon, where the closed 
door, With a black rag tied on the knob, told 
was present. Their work here 
was short. Then the friends of Keyser 
placed him inthe black box, put their hats 
on the top and bore him away vut among the 
tail, singin pines back of the town and 
buried him. Whitson’s body was kept for a 
time andthen the two friends,who, died fora 
mistaken sense of what is real bonor and 
nobility in man, were placed side by side in 
almost the same grave. Suchis a picture of

The Westphalia papers give an iceount of 
a terrible catastrophe which occurred in the 
northwestern part of the province on the IXth 
inst.

Perbaps the most hope- 
lessly difficult of allis the member of a fam- 
ily whom all bave agreed to be more or less 
cracked, but whose insanity is not sufficiently 
pronounced to decisively demand his being 
placed under control. What aggravates the 
evil in some of these cases is that the unhap- 
py beingis permitted, especially if a woman, 
to marry without ber friends—generally only 
too glad to get rid of her--giving a word of 
warning. Very few parents have the cour- 
age ard conscience to prevent such marriages 
so fertile is misery. 


A Balloonist’s Fall. 
From the Boston Advertiser, September 8. 
The balloon ascension at the Point of Pines 
was delayed by the slow process of filling the 
capacious bag. Prof.G. A. Rogers, of Mal- 


den, and another man entered the car, but: 


after rising some forty or fifty feet it began to 
descend. Asit neared the ground the Pro- 
fessor’s companion jumped out; the latter 
threw out sand and the balloon rose again, 
barely clearing the new hall. It was 6:40 
when Prof. Rogers started on his dangerous 
trip. He ascended quickly until be attained 
a height of athousund feet. The current 
took the balloonin tbe direction of Nahant, 
and when over Long Beach the Vrofessor 


began preparations for descent. The 
crapple was thrown out and the _ bal- 


loon descended, the basket oscillating vio- 
lently as the grapple caught from point to 
point, causingthe Professor to sit braced in 
the bottom of the car, with his feet tirmly 
planted against{the side. When at an alti- 
tude of (0U or 7U0 feet the huge bag sudden* 
ly began to rip from the top, the rent rapid- 
ly extending down the side, emitting the gas 
in large volumes. ‘The speed of the descent 
was in consequence greatly accelerated, and 
when ata height ofabout 150 feet the bal- 
loon, emptied of its gas, shot down like Icad, 
striking on the edge of the beach with terri- 
ble force. Just previous to its fall the grap- 
ple caught upon one of the posts of the Tele- 
phone Company, and, winding around it, 


held on. This caused the basket to strike 
upon itsside. When landed, Mr. Rogers’ 


body was, as it were, shut close together, 
being jammed against his legs. Mr. Frank 
W. Breed was driving uponthe beach at the 
time, and was quickly at hand. Prof. Rogers 
was foundto be conscious when reached, 
though apparently seriously hurt. He was 
placed in Mr. Breed’s carriage and driven 
rapidly to the Lynn City Hall, where he was 


laid upon a stretcher and mattress, 
and made as comfortable as pos- 
sible. Dr. Pinkham made an examina- 
tion, and could find no evidence of 


serious fracture or serious internal injury. 
The back was apparently not materially in- 
jured, as the Professor moved ail his limbs 
witb apparent ease, though at times be suf- 
fered intense pain. He conversed fluently, 
and gave a clear account of his trip and the 
causes of the accident. His body was care- 
fully swathed by the surgeon, and every- 
thing possible done to alleviate his pain. At 
10 o’clock the Professor was taken to the de- 
pot, and was sent to his home in Malden, 
where he was taken in charge bv Dr. Sulli- 
van. The balloon was the Oak Hall, and had 
a capacity of 24,000 cubic teet. The bag is six 
or seven years old, and has been used in sey- 
eral ascensions by the Professor. The gas 
was manufactured on the ground, and the 
Coal tar en- 
tered largely into the ten epee of the gas, 
which was not as carefully cleansed as that 
used in the cities. The Professor last even- 
ing ascribed the accident to the age of the bal- 


| loon, to the effect which the weather had 


upon it, aid te thé quality ofthe eas. This 


} was his forty-sixth ascension, and the first 


accident which has éver happened to him. 
The Professor was cheerful, although sore 
and bruised, and he had an excellent pulse. 
i‘nless unfortunate symptoms develop this 
morving, Dr. Pinkham thinks he may recov- 
er. Whiie there may be some slight fracture 
in the bone of tne back, itis very evident that 
the spinal column is not affected. 


Adulterated Lard. 
From the Cincinnat! Coinmercial. 


Consumers have noticed of late an increase 
in the price of prime lard, and « correspond- 
ing increase in the price of tallow. It has 
been charged that tallow entered largely into 
the manufacture of refined lard, which has 
caused the advance inthe price of tallow to 
correspond with that of lard. A Commercial 
reporter, in search of information as to the 
cause Of this advance, and the adulteration of 
pure tard, called upona prominent lard oil 
refiner yesterday and asked him what he 
knew about the matter. He said that most 
of the so-called refined lard is « combination 
of zood lard, hog grease, oleomargarine, stear- 
line and common tallow. [tis madein large 
quantities in this city, Chicago, St. Louis, 
New York and Cleveland, and sold every- 
where in the United States. Laree quantities 
goto Cuba and Europe. A few parties con- 
tinue to make a pure article, but they will 
have to abandon the business, as they can not 
compete with the bogus article. ©ur infor- 
mant further stated that the tallow was add- 
ed to the hog grease, stearine and oleomar- 
rarine,to give the compound acertain re- 
quired lard-like stiffméss, but the bogus 
quality of the article was discovered as soon 
as it Was putin the skillet and bezan to melt. 
Then it gave forth the odor of tallow and 
greasy compounds, Which was so offensive to 
olfactories, and gave a bad smell to biseuts, 
griddle cakes and the like. Our informant 
stated that the only way the consumer could 
getapure article oflard was to go into the 
market and get leafilard and render it out, or 
buy what is called ‘‘kettle” lard. He thought 
the Chamber of Commerce ought to tuke the 
matter into consideration and try to protect 
the dealer and the consumer:

AUTHORS’ PROFITS. 


The Sums That Some 
Karpned With fheir Peus. 


tNew York Letterto Cincinnati Gazette. 


I have spoken of Washington [rving as the 
best paid American author of his day, and it 
is evident that he was also the most success- 
ful in obtaining foreign patronage. Although 
Jobn Murray at first declined the Sketch 
Book, he was afterward glad to publish <il of 
Irving’s works, and the entire sum realized 
ty the author in england was £12,217, — 

rom 
Murray except $1,000, which was paid py 
Bentley for the Albambra. The bighest sale 


to nearly $60,000. All of this came 


was for the Life of Columbus. This work is 
now but little read, and yet such was the in- 
terestinthe subject that when published 
Irving received £3,150 from Murray and }9,- 
000 from American publishers, in all about 
$95,060. No American autbor has ever received 
so much for any work except Mrs. Stowe, who 
has, it is said, cleared $40,000 on “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin.” Irving’s popularity increased rap- 
idjy during his latter days. Upto 1845 he had 
received $68,000, and had been before the 
public nearly forty years. During the last 
eleven years of his life his publisher (Vute- 
nam) paid him $838,000. The demand nas con- 


| tinued sincethe author’s death andthe com- 


missions received by his heirs for five vears 
were $34,000. Bayard Taylor, on the other 
hand, survived his popularity, and hence 
left his family comparatively poor. At one 
time Putnam devoted himself exclusively to 
Tavlor and Irving, but he afterwards enlarged 
bis publishing eperations. He found that 
Irving increased in demand,and hence got up 
new editions until it would not be easy to 
reckon the number. 

Clemens, the humorist (better Known as 
Mark Twain), has done better than any man 
of histurn oflabor. He has been fifteen 
years before the public, and during that time 
bas become rich enough tolive ou his income. 
His property in Hartford is worth more thau 
s80,(00. Mrs. Stowe has made more by her 

enthan upny other American woman, and 

as probably clearea $100,000. This may 
seem like « large sum, but when it is spread 
through a quarter of a century it is not stich 
animmense thing asit at first appears to be. 
Marian Harland (Mrs. Terhune), who has 
written 1adustriously for twenty years, has 

robably made 0,000 by a dozen novels. 

ary J. Holmes has probably done equally 
well. Gail Hamilton (Miss Dodge) enjoyedua 
good sale for her books during the first few 
years, but her vanity got the beiter of her 
judgment and she quarreled with her pub- 
lishers. Hlernext book was devoted to the 
quarrel, and it at once impaired her populur- 
ity. She new has acoroer inthe paper, but 
will never do muchin books again. Wal- 
worth, who was shot by his son, never made 
much out ofbis books, which were, in fact, 
too inferior to sell without extraordinary 
puffery. Josh Billings (Shaw) has found 
unusual popularity. He is witty, and says 
many Wise as Well asfunny things. It seems 
a pity that such aclever fellow should be 
obliged to borrow the jokes of poor Artemus 
Ward, and print them as original, but such 
isone of the weaknesses of funny fellows. 
Carleton has paid Shaw %0,000 for his al- 
manac during the last dozen years.

to Vicksburg, 25 and 50 cents; to all other 
way points, 30 and 60 cents; to New Orleans, 
29', and 45 cents. 

THE St. Louis and Mississippi Valley 
Transportation Company’s towboat Jay 
Gould left for New Orleans yesterday with 
five barges, cargo 70,000 bushels of bulk 
grain and the balance package freight. 

THE officers of the new barge line, which 
will be known as the Mississippi Vallev 
Transportation Company, are Henry Haar- | 
stick, president; Henry Lourey, vice-presi- 
dent; Austin Moore, treasurer, and H. W. 
Wyman, secretary. The capital stock 1s $2,- 
600,000, and the company enters upon its ca- 
reer unembarrassed and managed by men of 
experience and ability. 

IT is said that as soon as the water ceases 
to flow out of Lake Concordia into the river, 
alltbe trees inthe break will be cut out so 
that by the next high water all the smaller 
craft, and even some of the large packets, 
willbe able toenter the lake without the 
least possible danger of snagging. The Nat- 
chez Democrat says that the passage into the | 
lake will be fully one hundred feet wide. 

PLANTERS and river men report a short 
cotton crop this yearin the White and Ar- 
kansas valleys. Last year the steamers car- 
ried %,000 bales outfof the tworivers,of which 
o7.1253 came to Memphis and the rest 
wentto New Orleans. If the boats carry 50,- 
UUU bales this seuson it will be more than the 
river men expect. Of the amount alluded to, 
last season 52,058 bales were reshipped to 
New Orleans from Terrene, opposite the 
mcuth of White River. 

THE Little z20ck Gazetie of Friday has the 
foliowing account of a steamboat transaction: 
“On yesterday Capt. H. Hennevin and T. J. 
Darrah soldthe steamer J. G. Fletcher to 
Messrs. George L. and Ben C. White, of 
Shreveport, Louisiana, for thesum of $4,00) 
in eash. Some time since a party in New 
Orleans purchased the same boat for %5,000, 
but failed to come after her: so the trade was 
abandoned. By holding ber this long the 
owners of the boat were enabled to obtain 
the neat little sum of 41,900 advance on the 
origina: bargaia. The boat will be taken by 
the new; owners into Red River and rv, in 
the cotton tradc.’’ 

In a lengthy letterto tbe Uimcinnati Com- 
wervial. advocating the “old rule” for the 
government of pilots,Pilot H.O. Brazee says, 
among other things:- There were two papers 
gotten up and left at the Pilots’ Association 
rooms, to be signed by masters, owners and 
pilots—one in favor of the old rules as they 
were and one in favor of the new rules lately 
adopted—and of the whole steamboat frater- 
nitvy coming to Cincinnati only one man 
signed the paperin favor of the new rules, 
and he said he did that because he didn’t 
like to see the paper entirely biank. All 
others signed the paper asking that Rule No. 
1, as adopted by the board in 1865, be again 
adopted, and the new rules be repealed. Soon 
after the new rule was adopted, and before 
thechange was made, the owners, masters 
and pilots entered protest against the change, 
and an article Was drawn up and signed by 
those interested, protesting against their 


adoption, making a list as long 
as the ‘‘red tape’’ to be used _ st 


Washington (before the articie could reach 
its destination or be considered), und never 
yet bave we been honored with a reply to that 
protest, or an answer to acknowledge its re- } 
ceipt. No, it is simply ignored as though the 
river interests were unworthy of attention. 
Regardless of all pleas, protests or requests, 
we are bound to swallow tbe bolus. It is 
very much like the story that is told of a dar- 
key who was given a pig toraise. He took it 
home, shutitup in apen, andthen got a 
large stick and began whipping the pig un- 
mercifully. About this time the master came 
along, aundasked: ‘*Sam, what are you whip- 
ping that pig for?’ Sam replied: ‘Well, 
master, it’s ny pig, and I wants to show my 
autboritv.” Ilthink itis high timethat the 
western and southern steamboatmen take 
their business in their own hands and see that 
our offives governing this section of the coun- 
try be ti/lea by practical river men. We have 
mzny menin Cincinnati who are able to dis- 
charge the duties of the several offices with 
credit to themselves, satisfaction to the whole 
river fraternity. and honor to the service.

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THE FARMER’S BUDGET. 


-——- o- -———— 


Valuable Suggestions for the Tillers of 
the Soil. 

Macmillan’s Magazine comments as follows 
on the relation of science to agriculture: 

“The lack of adequate development in ag- 
ricu ture is due totwo maincauses: Tothe 
rarity of scientific investigation into the prin- 

_eiples upon which the tilling of the ground 
{and the care of cattle) ought to be carried 
out—i.e., into the laws of governing the 
growth of crops and of beasts—aui to the 
want of adequate scientific training on the 

art of the farmer. So far from being an oc- 
cupation which any one may follow witnout 
adequate preparation, being governed simply 
by rude empiric rules, farming isin reality a 
dificult art, demanding wide scientific know])- 
edze and sound scientific judgment on the 
part even of him who merely practices it, 
and taxing to the utmost the skilland power 
of original inquiry of those who desire to ad- 
vaner its scientific basis. 

‘* There is an urgent need in this, asin 

_otber countries, of scientific investigation, 
as distinguished from mere empiric trials, 
of sustainedinquiry as distinguished from 
scattered and fitful experiments, into the 
relations of soil and crops, of beasts and 
food, in order tbat the tillage of the land 
may, like the practice of other profes-ions 
in which mon bas to struggle against nature, 
expand with increasing insight into the laws 
of nature, instead of being hampered by 
blind obedience to traditions, and narrowed 
by timid experience. There is no Jess ur- 
gent need that the practical farmer shoul 
be so fartrained in science as to be able to 
make an intelligent use of the advantages 
which science offers him, 28 well as to be abie 
to avoid the snares which false science con- 
tinually spreads for him.” 
, THE SOUTHDOWN. 

The idea that the Southdown may bea lit- 
tle too delicate for extreme northern cjimites 
is dispelled by experience. The Southdown, 
as its name implies, is a south-country sheep, 
and as sheep are kept in England, might very 
likely suffer from the drizzling rains, vold, 
damp winds and clammy mi-ts of the north- 
ern part of the United Kingdom. The bardy 
Shropshire is-very likely a better sheep for 
these unvenial experiences. Bat mere coid, 


with a drv atmosphere, tel!s for nothing, and - 


no fear need be entertained of the Southdown 
failing with ordinary care—the same care that 
alisheep are entitled t»—to stand an Ontario 
wirter as well as the test. The South- 
down is much more pientiful in Canada than 
the otber Downs. Itisa lively, ‘‘cbunky,’’ 
avtive sheep, very well adapted for rough 
jand:, ora billy region, but thriving any- 
where. Without, therefore, in the Jeus! dis- 
couraging the use of the Snropshire, Hlamp- 
sbire or Oxford Downs, where it may be 
deemed expedient either from convenience or 
in order to keep up the :-ize of the tlock,toem- 
_pioy them, itis tothe Southdownsthe farm- 
ers will probably be induced first to look, as 
far as the male animal is concerned, to obtain 
the sheep wanted for shipment to Great Bri- 
tain.. Kut to get size, and also to obtain the 
peculiur class of woo] most in demand, and 
respecting which more will be said hereafter, 
the evidence points very strongly to a eross of 
the Down on the leang-wooijed or native sheep.

A PATH SMGGESIION, 

In Octobey am agricuitural fair will 
be held itm this. city. The  <‘tock 
of different kinds, the tield. guar- 
den and orchard products will chieily come 
from the gountry, but the visitors forthe 
most part will come from the city. Tey will 
visit the fair largely for the instruction they 
will be able to obtain. © Many of the visitors 
will be quite young people, who never at- 
tended a fair for the display of agricultural 
preducts. Nearly everything will be new to 
them. Forthe fair to be of the greatest 
value to them they should havean opportn- 
uity to learn the correct uvames of the differ- 
ent kinds of stock and all the varieties of 
fruit. Overthe stalls where the different 
breeds of horses, cattle, sheep and swine 
are keptthe name of the breed snouid be 
conspicuously posted; the coops contain- 
ing the different kinds of chickens, geese, 
ducks, and turkeys should be marked in the 
fame Inanper. If practical, all the antmais 
aod fowls belongine to the same breed should 
be near cach other, so as to avoid confusion. 
Specimens of fitit and rare vevetables shouid 
be correctly labeled and the names conspic- 
uously displayed. Comparatively few p«r- 
sons who have spent all their lives im a large 
city areable to distinguish between the dif- 
ferent breeds of cattie, sheep, swine anid 
poultry, or to identify the varieties of apples, 
pears, grapes or small fruits. They bave 
never had an opportunity of vaining informa- 
tion of this kind. Many young men and wo- 
men who have craduated from the high 
schools cannot tell a Southdown from a me- 
rino sheep, do not know which breeds of cat- 
the are most Valuable for beef, and eannot 
identify any of the varicties of poultry. They 
do not even know the names of the apples, 
pears, Peaches and grapes they eat.

SHEEP IN CALIFORNIA AND TEXAS. 
lion. Kii Stilson, of Oshkosh, Wis., who 
bas « hundrea tbousand acre sheep ranch io 
Western Texas, lately visited this office and 
communhicated much valuabvle information 
respecting the woo!) interestin that revion. 
He steted that some oftbe iargestand vest 
flocks of merino sheep in California are about 
to be moved t» Texas. The reasons that 
rompted this chanye of pastures are various. 
nd suitable for sheep-raising is becoming 
scarce und high itt California. The water 
eupplyv in many places is scant and unreliable. 
The market for wool is not as good as in 
Texas. San Antonio is now one of the largest 
and best markets for wool in the world. 
Drouths are much less severe in Vexis than 
in Cutifornia, and the climate is generaliy 
better. The wool produced from the same 
kird of sheepis better in Vexas thanin Caii- 
forpia. In the former State it is soft, silky, 
and of uniform character the entire leagtn of 
the fire. Itis ordinariiv entirely free trom 
weak places that are caused by long con- 
tinued severe storms and scarcity of food and 
water. In ‘California the staple isnot uni- 
form. The wool that grows during tbe rainy 
season is strong and of good qualitv, but that 
crown during the dry period of the year is 
not strong, and is deticient of other vood 
qualities. Ifsbeep carry their fleece the en- 
tire year it will contain two qualities of wou! 
ip the same specimen, and it cannot be em- 
ployed to manufacture a uniform thread. Toe 
sheep are »vecordingly shorn twice a year, and 
two fleeces of sbort wool of very different 
quasities are obtained. Both sorts of wool may 
KO Intothe same cloth, butif this isthe case 
the stronger is used to fori the warp and the 
weakér the filling. 
DISPOSING OF POOR CORN. 

Jn “aimost all portions of the country are 
fields of corn that will not mature the ears. 
Some of the fields were pianted very jate in 
the spring, and otbers have beon injured by 
the severe and long continued drouth Ears 
bave formed, but their appearance is deceipt- 
ive. Mostofthem wil) furnish nothing but 
“pubtips”’ under the most favorable circum- 
Murcer. The shortness of the crop will cause 
many furthers to ullow this uopromising corn 
1 remain where it grew till quite late in the 
full, iu the bope thatthey can barvest some 
Kood corn. Should rains occur very soon, 
end +bouid killing frost be delayed till quite 
jute, their bopes may be realized. Itis most 
bike ly, however, that they will lose ali if they

allow the corn to stand till quite late in the- 
season. If the drouth continues much longer 
the grain will not fill outand the foliage 

will wither, dry up, become injured by the 

wind, and be of little. value. Snould a hard 

frost occur, the crop would hardly be worth 

cutting up. By cutting and putting itin 

shock while the stalks are comparatively ten- 

der and the foliage greena large amountof 

very exce!lent fodder may be obtained. The 

partially developed ears will be of more value 

to cattle than bogs, as the former willeat the 

cobs and husks. If good ears are found when 

the fodder is fed out, they can be reserved 
for hogs and poultry. The fodder containing 
some sound corn:may be used to feed dairy 

cows or animals that are to be fattened for 
the market. By harvesting the corn early, 
the ground itoecupied may be plowed up 
and sowed to grain. . 

MAKING PORK WITHOUT CORN. 

The rapid increase in the price of corn, 
caused by the demand for it for exportation, 
and the manufacture of glucose and starch, 
and the shortness ofthe crop, will have the 
effect to lead farmers to fhnd a substitute for 
it for making pork. In many parts of the 
West, the present season, where many hogs 
are kept, there is scarcely any corn on whieh 
to feed them. The season is now too far ad- 
vanced to admit of raising a substitute for 
corn. The stock hogs on hand must be -re- 
moved to some locality where corn is plenty 
to fatten, or food must be brought to them. 
Hoes are raised with profit in many parts of 
the world where corn does not grow, and our 
farmers must study the methods practiced 
elsewhere. Every locality has a soil and 
climate favorable for the production of some 
crops that are valuable for food for hogs. In 
some potatoes, in*others peas, and still in 
others buckwheat can be produced in large 
quanties. In: many. sections red clover 
may be made to support hogs during 
tive months of the year. Generally, one acre 
in clover will keep five hogs of medium size. 
[f clover is preservedin a silo it will Keep 
hogs ina growing condition several months 
longer. Experiments show that hogs will do 
well on green corn fodder or on fodder corn 
that has been converted into ensilage. In 
the New England States many hogs are Kept 
on grass and clover during the summer, and 
are then fattened on potatoes, pumpkins, 
skimmed miik and mill-stuffs. Artichokes 
ean be raised in nearly everv part of the 
country, and furnish excellent food for hogs; 
they are very nutritious, are easily and 
cheaply raised, and are very productive. At 
present there is great complaint that our 
pork is too fatto meet the den‘ands of the 
bome or foreign markets. This undesirable 
amount of fat is caused by feeding a large 
amount of corn and asmall amount of other 
kinds of food. By sunstituting other mate- 
rials for corn, a more desirable quality of 
pork may be produced. 

CORN-CRIB ARCHITECTURE. 

Corn is now worth too much to be stored 
in a fence-corner or inapen built is rails 
laid upon the ground. The poorest apology 
for a building on-most farms isthe corn-crib, 
thoughit is designed to hoid the crop that 
requires half the labor expended on the farm 
to produce. Itis often built of o!d fence- 
rails, With no covering but. straw or coarse 
bay. Jbere is no way of protecting the con- 
tents ayvainst rats, mice and other vermin. 
The floor often inclines from both sides to- 
ward the center, so that rain is held to injure 
the corn aboveit. Nothing connected with 
farm architecture demands more attention 
than the corn-crib. County agricultural so- 
cieties would do well to offer premiums for 
the best plans for corn-cribs.: Farmers who 
have had considerabie experience in storing 
corn coujd benetit otber farmers by giving 
the dimensions of cribs that are most econ- 
omica) to build, and which vill answer all 
the purposes for which they are designed.

Toa 
pint of pulp add the same quantity of whip- 
ped cream. Mix well and freeze. Canned 
apricots or peaches may be used. 

SCOTCH TART.—Take a deep,square tin and 
line it with rick paste, select pieasant tart ap- 
ples, pealand core, quarter and cut in bits. 
Filltbe piste with the apples and cover the 
whole witha layer an inch or more thick of 
sugar, and sprinkle with smail bits of butter. 
Bake in a quick oven and have it well brown- 
ed. When rightly made the apple is soft and 
candied. Serve warm. 

MUTTON CUTLETS STEWED.—Cut a 
quantity of carrots, turpips and potatoes, all 
to the size of olives, Trimsome eutlets and 
toss them in butter, with a sprinkhing of pep- 
per and salt till they begin to color; putthem 
In a stewpan witb the carrots, about a pint of 
stock (free from fat),a spoonful of Freneh 
tomato sauce and «a faggot of sweet herbs, 
andijet them stew gently for fifteen min- 
utes, then add the potatoes and lastly the 
turnips; det the whole stew genrly till meat 
and vegetables are quite done; add a piece of 
butter rolied in flour, a small piece of glaze, 
and more pepper and salt. Remove the 
sweet berbs, and serve the cutlets round the 
vegetables, with as much of the gravy asis
